Comment* : 6762 believe * that he is personally threatened ae a result of the 
information which OETCZASEE gave VESSEL!. He cites the following example of 
his being identified in front of VESSEL!: 

Shortly before Christmas. a young man on a cotorcycle with* a Linz license 
number vieitea 6762 at Ms house which is located 76 kilometer* from Linz. This 
man introduced himself aa a representative of the Communist publication "Keuon 
Zeit" and asked for the pyment of a a mall subscription debt (36 Schilling*) . 
which was in reality long eottled. Since 6762 was absent, his. wife asked the 
me* conger to return later, A few days after, on 23 December 1949, the man 
returned once again on his motorcycle &£& he was informed by 6762 that the 
debt had already been paid- 6762 noted the number of the motorcycle* 

On his first* visit, the young man made himself suspicious by trying to 
enter the second room of the house and by aelring question* about 6763*8 business 
And location* which were not in keeping with the collection of a subscription 
debt. It le also difficult to believe that a single meseengen on a motorcycle

before the usual writ tea reminder of the debt wab sent, 
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
